WASHINGTON, p. C., Jan. 15.— 
President Roosevelt is on the trail 
of a new octopus. In a message to 
the house today vetoing a bill gran t­ 
ing w ater power privileges from the 
Jam es river in M issouri, he subm its 
some startling figures to illustrate 
th e m achinations of a “ w ater power 
tru st.” 
‘‘The people of the country,” the 
message reads, “ are threatened by 
a monopoly far m ore powerful, be­ 
cause in far closer touch with th eir 
domestic and industrial 
life 
th an 
anything known to our experience. 
The president is fortified in his posi­ 
tion by the results of investigation 
made by the bureau of corporations. 
To Monopolize W ater Power 
Briefly stated, the tru st, now in 
Its embryonic stage, purposes secur­ 
ing free from congress, and for all 
tim e, the 
strategic 
w ater 
power 
points throughout th e country. T hat 
certain interests, and the president 
directly m entions the General Elec­ 
tric company and the W estinghouse 
Electric and M anufacturing company, 
as the two m ost im portant, have al­ 
ready succeeded 
in 
accum ulating 
nearly one q u arter of the m ost val­ 
uable existing sites, the president 
thinks is sufficient ground for the 
assum ption th a t a tru st whose de­ 
velopm ents would be atten d an t with 
results fa r m ore oppressive and dis­ 
astrous to the people than any mos- 
©polistic com bination heretofore dis­ 
covered, is already fairly well en­ 
trenched. 
The G reatest G rabber 
H erbert Knox Sm ith, chief of the 
bureau of corporations, in a letter 
accompanying the president’s mes­ 
sage, declared th at the General Elec­ 
tric company controls three subsid­ 
iary corporations, adm ittedly owns 
five w ater power comPa n tes an<^ a8 
his investigations disclose, probably 
dom inates five others. 
The 
W estinghouse company, 
he 
says, controls three subsidiary con­ 
cerns, two power 
com panies 
and 
probably seven others. 
In addition the com m issioner be­ 
lieves a score of other power com­ 
panies are partially 
dom inated 
by 
those two great interests. 
“ An estim ate of the w ater power 
developed 
and 
potential,”

letter says, “ now' controlled by the 
General Electric interests, adm itted­ 
ly or sufficiently proven, is about 
250.000 horse power, by th* W est­ 
inghouse interests, sim ilarly known, 
about 150,000 horse power and by 
other large com panies about 875,000, 
This m akes a total of 1.305,000 horse 
power.

gr<»at interests is a t least, 
to-w lt: 
520.000 
horse 
power, we have a 
group of th irteen selected companies 
or interests controlling a total of 
1.825.000 horse power/* 
Interests May be Pooled
